If any one doubts seriously that na­ 
ture does not oftentimes encourage lazi­ 
ness in her children, ho should nuiko ft 
little journey into the oil fields of Brad­ 
ford, Fa. 
There is a nrnii down thero 
whom nature iu her most- gracious mood 
simply has compelled to be lazy All ho 
docs day in and day out the year round 
is to sit upon tue bank of one of her 
little creeks and watch nature slave for 
him. 
If he were to raise his finger, he 
might undo all tho skillful plotting that 
has been done by her iu his behalf. 
Long ago this favored child—he’s an 
Irishman by birth and his name is 
Michael G rath—discovered the folly of 
toiling for his living. 
Before the dis­ 
covery he owned a little tract of land 
that was as sterile and barreu as a strip 
of the Jersey coast. 
He tilled and 
plowed until he was wrinkled and bent, 
and all he got was barely enough to 
keep body and soul together 
But one 
day he found tha! that barren little 
strip of land was oozing w ith oil 
He 
said nothing about it, but ho redoubled 
his efforts» and after awhile he had 
euough money saved to put down a 
well. 
He struck oil the day the riggers 
threatened to quit unless they received 
their pay. 
The well was not a gusher 
It was 
what is known in the oil regions as a 
“ small producer’’ and yielded ou an 
average 12 barrels a day. 
W hile Grath was looking about for 
some method to pipe his oil the rains 
came and swelled the tiny creek which 
‘passed through his farm until its course 
was changed and it flowed by his well. 
That was all tho Irishman needed. 
At 
practically no expense beyond the cost 
of cutting a little timber from bis laud 
he rigged up a water wheel, and soon 
nature was merrily pumping her treas­ 
ures into a neighboring tank owned by 
one of the Lig pipe lines, and Grath 
v as charging her work up to the com- 
jmuy at so much a barrel 
When she had slaved long enough for 
Grath to save some mouey, ho put down 
another well, which, 
like tho first, 
proved to be a small producer. The sup 
ply from this well was pumped by the 
samo wheel into the same neighboring 
tank, and tho only increase iu the Irish­ 
man’s labor was to charge double tho 
sum for tho work nature was doing. 
It m atters little to him w hat tho 
price of oil may be. The cost of produc­ 
tion worrier him not at aiL 
Even with 
it down to 50 cents a barrel ho is sure 
of an income of £12 per day, and that 
is euough to meet all his needs. 
When 
there is dollar oil, the Irishman waxes 
rich fast, and his slave does tho work 
for him at the same rates. For years he 
has watched her, and never once has 
sho gone on striko or asked for shorter 
hours.—New York Press.

dancing pavilion and are surrounded 
with a choice collection of oyster shells 
and tin cans. 
The elderly woman of 
the party, her old fashioned curls bob­ 
bing hysterically, hurried to a native 
who was placidly wrestling with a half 
dozen bushels of oysters. 
“ Bay, mister, who was this Lafitte
